‘To some such hearers, anti- 
slavery has been a new gospel. Its principles, few 
and simply grand, make plain the duties of life.— 
Such are the sacreduess of she human soul above 
Jaws, and institutivns, the authority of reason, 
with the consequent recognition of human rights. 
Like generalization in physical science, these prop. 
sitions make the science of morals clear to the 
comprehensivn. They are the axioms which being 
admitted and applied will mathematically acjust 
the relation uf each individual to each other one, 
and toall. LIlaving received them we find no un- 
certainties, through them God is justified in his 
ways to man. 

In our own natures we recognise two tengencies, 
one, which by itself becomes evil, the other guod. 
The work of individual culture is to bring the 
lower into harmonious subjection to the higher, 
and since individual improvement is at once the 
basis and ultimate uf reform, we should serivusly 
seek the means of attainiug it.

None of the Free State men made any resistance 
éxcepting Phillips, the lawyer. He was in the 
his house and secing they were determined to mur- 
der him, he resolved to sell his life as dearly as 
possible, and declaro to them he should defend bis 
house, and if they entered it would be at the peril 
of their lives. They did not heed his threats, but 
rushed in, and Phillips drew his revolver and shot 
two of them dead. when he was pierced with a 
dozen balls and expired instantly. He was teft 
Jyingin his blood all day. Finally they took 
the furniture out of the house and had determined 
to set it on fire. They also took the furniture out 
of several other houses, with the determination of 
buraing them. The brother of Phillips was 
shot at the same time, but lived until Tuesday 
morning. 

A German was taken prisoner as he was about 
leaving in the boat, and was taken back and in- 
stantly shot dead. 

An American, by the name of Hopps, who was 
coming into Leavenworth, was stopped when with- 
in two miles of the eity, and shot dead. Tho raf- 
fians took his scalp-and returned to Leavenworth.

STATEMENT OF OTHER PRISONERS. 


A party of some five or six Illinoians and In- 
dianaians, who bad gone out to Kansas to settle, 
retarned to this city yesterday morning on the 
steamer Polar Star, having been captured at the 
battle of Ossawattamie by the forces under Gen. 
Reid, and after being detained a day or two in cap: 
tivity, were conducted to Westport, and there 
placed on board the steamer to be taken out of the 
State of Missouri,and accompanied with the threat 
that if they ever ventured back to the Territory of 
Kansas, and were caught, that should instantly 
be hung or shot. 

Laarning of the arrival of this party, we had 
an intorview with its men on board the the steamer 
Baltimore, on which they had taken passage for | 
Alton, lilinios. Their several accounts agree so 
perfectly that we have condensed and embodied 
wi their statements that wo might present our 
readers with a complete and reliable narrative of 
the terrible conflict at Ossawatamie. 

The town of Ossawatamic was composed of 
from 20 to 40 houses, and was a thriving place 
before the Kansas difficulties, and had a popula- 
tion of about 200. It is situated immediutely be- 
tween the forks of a branch of the Osage and Pot- 
awattamie river. The distracted state of the 
country had oceasioned an almost total desertion 
of the town by the families living in it, ard at the 
time of the fight it was occupied oy about 50 armed 
Free State’men snd afew women and children. 

At 6 o’elock on last Saturday morning, just after 
sunrise,a Pro-Slavery party of about 400 men, 
under Gen, Reid made their appearance before the 
town, having in their command a piece of artillery, 
and most of them mounted. They had made a 
fyreed march of 30 or 40 miles from their camp on 
Bull Creek. As soon asthe Free State men des- 
cried ihe Pro-Slavery foree, they put themselves

THE ATROCITIES IN KANSAS. 


We were favored, yesterday, with a visit from 
Mr. Jeffries, who has just returned from Kansas. 
He was in Leavenworth at the time Phillips was 
murdered, and was an eye-witness of the terrible 
outrages perpetrated by the ruffians at that place. 
He saw the scalp, warm and bleeding, which a 
brutal Missourian had torn from the head of a free 
State man murdered by his hands, and which he 
was bearing about the town on the point of a 
butcher knife, displaying it as a trophy before the 
eyes of the people, and he was witn:ss to many 
other heart-rending scenes. Ile assures us that, 
instead of the accounts being exaggerated, the one 
tenth part has not been told; the full history would 
be an accumulation of horrors from the contempla- 
tion of which the public mind would instinctively 
recvil. The unhappy victim from whom the ecalp | 
was taken, was one of those who testified before 
the Kansas Commissioner; and Mr. Jeffries tells us 
that every man who testified before that com- 
missioner is hunted down likea wild beast, and 
killed, if he comes within the reach of the Border 
Ruffians. 

Mr. Jeffries is a farmer of this county—a plain, 
substantial man, and one whose character for ver- 
acity is unimpeached and unimpeachable. We 
have requested him to put in writing a state 
ment of the facts thatcame under bis notice, which 
he has promised to do, anc we will at the earliest 
possible day lay it before our readers. We hope 
that he will also go among the people, in their 
neighborhood meetings, and lay his plain, unvarn- 
ished story before them. It cannot fail to accom- 
plish much good.- Pills.
